Divine  Guidance  Preceding-  Restoration 

I  often  reflect  upon  conditions  as  we  now  see  them  in  which  we 
arc  guided   bv    a   prophet  and   have  the   fullness  of  the  Ciospcl  as  com- 

pared with  past  centuries  when  men  have  struggled  without  that  guidance 
and  without  that  Gospel.  We  know  that  from  shortlv  alter  one  hundred 
years  after  the  Savior's  death  until  the  year  1830  the  Ciospcl  of  Jesus  Christ 
was  nowhere  to  be  found.  This  was  in  fulfilment  of  man\  scriptures,  one 
of  which  stated  that  there  should  he  a  famine  throughout  the  land,  if  not 
of  food  or  thirst  for  water  but  of  hearing  the  word  of  the  Lord.  In  fulfil- 
ment of  this,  we  know   that  millions  lived  and  died  without  the  Ciospel. 

Those  who  have  studied  histor\  have  learned  ti\'  isolated  instances 
where  individuals  have  seen  a  spark  of  truth,  even  in  the  unenlightened 
centuries  intervening.  Some  months  ago  a  story  was  brought  to  our 
attention  of  a  man  who  lived  a  few  hundred  years  ago  who  was  hunted 
from  kingdom  to  kingdom  because  he  dared  teach  that  God  was  not  a  spirit 
but  that  he  had  a  physical  body.  He  believed  that  God  the  Father  and 
God  the  Son  were  separate  and  distinct  beings.  For  this  his  life  was 
sought. 

We  know  of  the  countless  murders  committed,  often  in  the  name  of 
Christianity,  because  men  dared  teach  or  believe  differently  than  the  man- 
made  dogmas  established  by  corrupt  and  uninspired  church  leaders  of 
those  days. 

Do  you  think  some  especially  righteous  persons  were  guided  bv  God 
through  the  dark  ages?  I  do  —  and  through  more  recent  centuries  follow- 
ing them.  Among  them  were  the  reformers,  who  made  it  possible  for  us 
to  enjoy  the  Bible.  Among  them  were  Calvin,  Wesley.  Luther,  and  manv 
others,  whose  rebellion  against  unchristian  doctrines  paved  the  wav  for  the 
restoration  of  the  Gospel. 

Also  among  the  enlightened  were  the  framers  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States,  for  the  Book  of  Mormon  tells  how  the  spirit  of  the 
Lord  wrought  upon  these  men  to  produce  a  document  of  freedom  which 
has  been  declared  to  be  the  greatest  document  of  government  ever  penned. 
Had  they  not  struggled  and  sacrificed  to  make  it  a  reality,  the  restoration  of 
the  Gospel  would  not  have  resulted,  for  nowhere  else  would  religious 
tolerance  have   permitted  the  restoration. 

A  few  days  ago.  a  most  interesting  statement  from  an  ancient  book 
was  brought  to  my  attention.  Here  is  what  it  stated : 

"The  old  time  Gospel  with  its  gifts  is  lost  and  false  doctrine 
prevails  in  every  land  and  every  church.  All  we  can  do  is  to 
exhort  the  people  to  be  just,  fear  God,  and  shun  evil  and  pray. 
Prayer  and  purity  max  be  the  cause  for  an  angel  to  visit  a 
deeply  distressed  soul 

But  I  tell  you.  God  within  one  hundred  years  will  have 
spoken  again.  I  see  a  little  band  of  people,  led  bv  a  prophet 
and  faithful  Elders.  Thev  are  persecuted,  burned  and  murdered 
but  in  a  little  valley  that  lies  beside  a  great  lake  thev  will 
grow  and  make  a  beautiful  land  and  a  temple  of  magnificent 
splendor,  and  will  also  possess  the  old  time  priesthood,  with 
Apostles.    Prophets.   Teachers,   and    Deacons. 

From  even  nation  will  How  the  true  believers  and  thev 
shall  be  gathered  by  speedy  messengers  and  then  will  God 
speak  again  with  thunders,  and  by  lightnings  and  distruction 
such  as  was  never  heard  before.  (The  book  is  entitled  Hope  of 
/.ion,  printed  in  1739  and  is  found  in  the  University  of  Switzer- 
land at   Basle.   Its  author  is  Lotios  Gration.)

It  is  early  in  the  morning,  a  beauti- 
ful winter's  morning,  a  Saturday,  a 
Public  Holiday,  and  no  one  is  about  so 
early  on  so  lovely  a  morning.  No  breath 
of  wind  stirs  the  red  and  gold  carpet 
strewn  along  the  deserted  length  of  the 
railway   platform. 

Then  two  young  boys,  bubbling  over  with  suppressed  excitement,  self- 
consciously disturb  the  early  morning  reverie  of  the  station.  With  breath 
steaming  in  the  sharp  crisp  air,  they  are  steam  locomotives  in  a  game  of 
"let's  pretend." 

A  few  older  boys  arrive  and  scornfully  survey  the  playing  youngsters. 
They  too  are  joined  by  other  early-rising  families  and  soon  the  red  and 
gold  carpet  becomes  just  bunches  of  dead  leaves  as  more  and  more  early 
risers  arrive  to  catch  THE  TRAIN. 

Just  then,  around  a  curve  in  the  tracks,  a  suburban  train  slides  into 
the  station  and  its  doors  yawn,  wide  open,  as  expected.  The  crowd  shuffles 
impatiently  and  the  elderly  gentleman  first  at  the  doors,  stands  politely 
aside  for  a  rush  of  mothers  and  children  which  never  comes.  He  stands 
hesitantly  surveying  first  the  yawning  doors  and  then  the  waiting  crowd. 
Scrambling  into  the  carriage  just  before  the  doors  close,  he  peers  back 
curiously  at  all  these  people  who  missed  the  train. 

Suddenly,  excitedly,  the  crowd  begins  to  form  a  human  chain.  The 
chain  stretches  from  the  parking  lot  to  the  centre  of  the  platform  and 
along  the  chain  are  passed  boxes  of  cold  drinks,  tables,  cake  tins,  milk  cans, 
boxes  both  large  and  small,  and  hamper  baskets  of  food;  in  fact  all  the 
paraphenalia  required  to  provide  for  a  party  of  200  saints  going  on  an 
all  day  picnic. 

Then  the  great  moment  arrives  as  the  "Mormon  Special"  comes  around 
the  tracks.  Only  four  minutes  in  which  to  get  everyone  and  everything  on 
board.  Workers  feverishly  pass  in  and  out  of  the  guardvans.  Group  leaders 
shepherd  their  respective  families  on  board  and  Quorum  Presidency  and 
Railway  Officials  anxiously  watch  the  time.  Then  with  a  minute  to  spare 
and  with  a  hurried  handshake  with  the  South  African  Railways  Official. 
the  "Mormon  Special"  steams  out  of  Rondebosch  Station  for  a  da\  of 
friendship,  food  and  frolics  at  Fransch   Hoek. 

Stopping  only  once  to  pick  up  a  few  more  Latter-day  Saint  families, 
the  express  rattles  and  clacks  along  the  tracks.  We  find  the  teenagers 
gathered  in  one  carriage,  from  which  issues  a  hideous  discordant  sound. 
And  judging  from  facial  expressions,  it  is  much  appreciated.  The  sound  is 
generated  by  four  portable  radios,  one  tape  recorder,  and  one  record 
player  all  tuned  to  the  music  of  the  owner's  particular  liking. 

The  middle  coach  is  somewhat  deserted,  being  favoured  by  mothers 
with  their  infants  in  prams.  In  the  first  coach  are  the  more  adult  group, 
deep  in  appreciation  of  the  wonderful  day,  the  glorious  golden  Cape 
Autumn  scenery  and  just  the  fact  that  they  are  together.  The  youngsters 
of  Primary  age,  especially  the  boys,  feel  as  though  it  is  a  dream  that  came 
true:  They  have  a  whole  train  to  themselves  and  no  one  to  gainsay  them 
anything.  In  fact  a  friendly,  obliging  Ticket  Inspector  seems  to  aid  and 
abet  their  mischief.  They  take  full  advantage  of  the  situation.

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A   Utah.  Campus 
Worth.  Studying 

an   editorial   in  the   Chicago   (USA)   tribune 


As  the  dust  settles  at  some  campuses  and  others  prepare  to  meet  then 
own  unmakers.  it  is  refreshing  to  take  a  look  at  Brigham  Young  Uni\ersit\ 
in  Provo,  Utah. 

In  some  ways,  it  is  not  vciv  different  from  Cornell  or  Columbia  or 
California  or  Harvard  or  the  others:  24.000  students;  an  excellent  academic- 
standing;  an  R.O.T.C;  and  a  progressive.  Harvard-trained  president. 

But  in  other  ways  it  is  almost  unique  these  days.  The  students  are 
clean-cut.  The  hippie  look  is  almost  nonexistent.  Students  stand  when  the 
"Star  Spangled  Banner""  is  played.  The  R.O.T.C.  (Reserve  Officer  Training 
Corps)  is  respected  and  growing.  Classes  are  well  taught  and  well  attended. 
Brigham  Young  has  never  had  a  serious  demonstration. 

We  can  almost  hear  the  taunting  voices  of  the  "free  speech"  and 
"democratic  society*'  crowd  shouting  "teacher's  pets,"  "chicken."  and 
"irrelevant  to  social  needs."  But  with  all  due  respect  for  the  deep  thinking 
and  brilliant  logic  of  these  remarks,  we  think  it  worth  exploring  Brigham 
Youngs  not-so-secret  recipe  for  peace,  education,  and  progress. 

First,  it  is  a  religious  school  run  by  the  Mormon  Church  and  has  a 
long  tradition  of  discipline.  We're  not  saving  that  every  college  can  or 
should  adopt  its  rigid  rules  against  drinking  and  even  smoking;  but  the 
fact  that  these  rules  are  adhered  to  without  riotous  protests  suggests  a 
respect  for  authority  and  tradition  that  is  rapidly  disappearing  at  other 
institutions  with  vastly  more  years  and  tradition  behind  them.  The  students 
at  Brigham  Young  seem  to  be  more  interested  in  getting  a  good  education 
than  in  reforming  everything  in  sight. 

Brigham  Young  has  maintained  high  standards  of  admission,  but  not 
to  the  exclusion  of  the  poor  or  of  minorities.  True,  there  are  very  few 
Negroes  enrolled,  but  this  is  only  because  there  are  few  Negroes  in  Utah 
and  few  applications  from  Negroes.  The  university  does  have  200  American 
Indians  and  100  Polynesians,  and  has  a  broad  and  generous  programme 
of  scholarships. 

Brigham  Young's  facultv  is  generally  as  interested  in  providing  a  good 
education  as  the  students  are  in  getting  one. 

As  for  what  is  called  social  involvement.  Utah  has  for  some  time  had 
the  best  record  in  the  country  in  terms  of  voter  participation.  In  the  1%8 
election.  76.1  percent  of  eligible  Utah  voters  cast  their  ballots,  whereas  the 
national  average  was  only  61  percent  and  in  New  York  and  California, 
where  the  shouting  against  the  "establishment""  seems  to  be  loudest,  the 
figures  were  even  lower. 

Utah's  concern  for  community  affairs  is  reflected,  logically  enough,  in 
the  desire  to  provide  and  to  obtain  a  good  education  at  Brigham  Young 
with  a  minimum  of  disruption.  Outsiders  had  better  look  to  their  own 
record  before  trying  to  tell  us  that  Utah  is  out  of  step.

GENEALOGY 


Before  vicarious  ordinances  of  salvation  and  exaltation  may  be  per- 
formed for  those  who  have  died  without  a  knowledge  of  the  gospel,  but 
who  presumably  would  have  received  it  had  the  opportunity  come  to  them, 
they  must  be  accurately  and  properly  identified.  Hence,  genealogical 
research  is  required. 

To  aid  its  members  in  intelligent  and  effective  research,  the  Church 
maintains  in  Salt  Lake  City  one  of  the  world's  greatest  genealogical 
societies.  Much  of  the  genealogical  source  material  of  various  nations  of 
the  earth  has  been  or  is  being  microfilmed  by  this  society;  millions  of 
dollars  are  being  spent;  and  a  reservoir  of  hundreds  of  millions  of  names 
and  other  data  about  people  who  lived  in  past  generations  is  available  for 
study. 

Of  course  with  millions  upon  millions  of  names  to  be  collected  there 
must  be  a  safe  place  to  store  them.  One  such  place  is  near  Salt  Lake  City 
in  a  huge  granite  mountain.  In  the  mountain  there  are  numorous  tunnels 
with  the  main  ones  measuring  about  26  feet  wide  with  a  network  of 
tunnels  that  reach  back  several  hundred  feet  in  solid  granite.  This  provides 
plenty  of  space  without  making  large  rooms.  The  tunnels  are  lined  with 
steel  and  concrete,  and  a  raised  floor  with  air  ducts,  plumbing  .and  elec- 
tricity. 

This  unique  project  is  a  start  symbol  of  the  unfinished  research  and 
temple  work  we  must  do  for  multitudes  of  ancestors.  It  seems  to  make  this 
challenge  ring  louder  in  the  ears  of  Latter  day  Saints:  ".  .  .  Let  all  the 
records  be  had  in  order,  that  they  may  be  put  in  the  archives  .  .  ."  (Doc- 
trine and  Covenants   127:9) 
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Genealogy?   Yes,   but  Why? 


"Salvation"  is  a  gift  of  God  to 
to  everyone.  Through  the  atonement 
of  Jesus  Christ,  all  will  receive  a 
part  in  a  resurrection.  "Salvation" 
is  given  to  all,  regardless  of  race  or 
religion  and  regardless  of  whether 
the  teachings  of  the  gospel  are 
obeyed  or  rejected.  "Salvation"  is 
given  to  all,  even  to  those  who  have 
never  heard  of  the  name  of  the 
Saviour. 

Brigham  Young  said.  "This  gospel 
that  we  preach  is  the  power  of  God 
unto  salvation  to  all  who  believe 
and  obey."  Obedience  to  the  teach- 
ings of  the  gospel  means  compli- 
ance with  all  the  ordinances. 

"Exaltation"  is  the  gift  of  God 
given  only  to  those  who  accept  the 
gospel  and  obey  its  teachings.  Bap- 
tism is  the  first  step.  It  is  the  door 
to  exaltation.  Without  baptism  there 
is  no  admittance  into  the  celestial 
kingdom.  "Except  a  man  be  born 
of  water  and  of  the  Spirit,  he  can- 
not enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God." 
(John  3:5)  Confirmation  follows 
baptism.  Advancement  in  the  celes- 
tial kingdom  is  achieved  through  the 
ordinances  of  the  temple. 

The  endowment  provides  an 
opportunity  for  additional  covenants 
between  God  and  man.  It  provides 
the  ke\s  which  permit  progress  with- 
in the  celestial  kingdom. 

The  sealing  ordinance  is  the  cap- 
stone of  the  gospel  arch.  The  full 
meaning  of  this  statement  can  be 
better  realized  if  we  understand  that 
the  family  is  the  unit  of  exaltation. 
No  man  can  receive  the  fulness  of 
exaltation,  alone  —  nor  can  a 
women  receive  that  blessing  alone. 
But  a  man  and  a  wife,  sealed  by 
the  power  of  the  priesthood  in  the 
temple,  and  provided  that  they  keep 
all  the  commandments  thereafter, 
can  pass  on  to  exaltation  to  con- 
tinue to  become  like  unto  God. 

The  ordinances  of  the  gospel  are 
essential  to  all  who  wish  to  receive 
the  fulness  of  exaltation.  The  Lord 
has  made  no  exception  for  those 
who  died  without  the  opportunity  of 
obeying    the    gospel.    The    dead,    as 


well  as  the  living  must  complv  with 
this  law.  It  requires  just  as  much  to 
save  the  dead  as  it  does  to  save  the 
living. 

The  living  must  take  care  of  the 
dead.  The  ordinances  of  the  gospel 
belong  to  this  life,  and  those  who 
do  not  receive  these  blessings  here 
cannot  receive  them  in  the  spirit 
world.  They  may  repent  and  believe 
and  accept  the  truth  after  their 
earthly  existence,  but  they  cannot 
be  baptized,  confirmed,  ordained,  or 
endowed,  for  these  ordinances 
belong  to  this  life,  the  living,  then 
must  act  vicariously  for  them.  In 
the  temples  the  living  stand  for 
those  who  are  dead  and  receive 
these  ordinances  in  their  behalf. 

Before  vicarious  temple  ordin- 
ances can  be  performed,  those  for 
whom  the  work  is  intended  must  be 
identified. 

Your  ancestors  must  be  identified 
as  completely  as  possible.  Names. 
dates,  and  places  of  birth,  marriage, 
and  death,  details  of  all  children 
and  correct  relationship  are  neces- 
sary items  of  identification  that  will 
establish  the  individual  identity  of 
each  ancestor.  This  essential  identi- 
fication is  obtained  through  gene- 
alogical research.  Searches  in  records 
of  the  past  will  provide  the  neces- 
sary names,  the  dates  and  places, 
and  relationships  that  will  identifv 
our  ancestors.  Vicarious  temple 
ordinances  can  be  performed  only 
after  genealogical  research  has  been 
carried  out  to  provide  the  neces- 
sary items  of  identification. 

Vicarious  temple  work  and  gene- 
alogical research  go  hand  in  hand. 
You  can't  have  one  without  the 
other.  How  important  then  is  gene- 
alogical and  temple  work?  Brigham 
Young  said.  "We  have  a  work  to 
do  just  as  important  in  its  sphere- 
as  the  Saviour's  work  was  in  its 
sphere.  Our  fathers  cannot  be  made- 
perfect  without  us:  we  cannot  be 
made  perfect  without  them.  The\ 
have  done  their  work  and  now 
sleep.  We  are  now  called  upon  to 
do  ours  .  .  .  (Taken  from  the  Im- 
provement Era.  Sept.   I%2) 
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NEW    GIANT    SYSTEM 

A  major  change  is  taking  place  in  the  area  of  name  submission  for 
temple  work  and  in  the  policy  of  preparing  names  for  temple  work,  with 
the  recent  announcement  that  a  new  more  efficient  system  of  recording  and 
submitting  names  to  the  Genealogical  Society  for  processing.  The  new 
system  is  called  Genealogical  Information  and  Name  Tabulation  -  appro- 
priately shortened  to  GIANT. 

A  major  difference  from  past  policies  for  recording  and  submitting 
names  is  that  in  the  future,  with  certain  specific  exceptions,  all  names  will 
be  submitted  as  single  source  entries  rather  than  as  family  groups.  To 
provide  for  this,  a  simple,  easy-to-use,  single-entry  form  has  been  designed. 
Detailed  instructions  pertaining  to  the  new  system  have  been  prepared  and 
will  soon  be,  or  already  are,  in  the  hands  of  priesthood  genealogy   leaders. 

Elder  Theodore  M.  Burton,  vice  president  and  general  manager  of  the 
Genealogical  Society,  in  announcing  the  changeover,  said  that  patrons  will 
continue  to  submit  their  genealogy  names  on  the  familiar  famik  group 
records  sheets  until  July  1.  1969.  None  of  these  sheets  will  be  accepted 
after  that.  Beginning  on  October  1.  1969,  the  Society  will  accept  the  new 
GIANT  forms.  Under  this  GIANT  plan,  the  submitting  and  processing  of 
names  will   be  much   less  difficult  than   under  the  old  system. 


The  new  GIANT  plan  for  submitting  names  for  temple  work  is  in 
close  correlation  with  the  temple  work  itself,  which  provides  the  saving 
ordinances  for  our  deceased  ancestors  as  individuals.  This  applies  also  to 
the  millions  who  have  lived  and  died  without  their  saving  ordinances  and 
who  have  no  descendants  within  the  Church  to  search  out  their  records 
and  to  see  that  their  ordinances  are  performed. 

In  the  past  there  has  been  concern  over  occasional  reports  of  small 
temple  sessions  due  to  lack  of  names.  This  has  given  to  some  the  impres- 
sion that  research  has  not  been  keeping  up  with  the  performing  of  temple 
ordinances.  This  was  also  a  concern  of  the  Genealogical  Society.  How- 
ever, with  the  tremendous  potential  of  all  recorded  names  eventually  being 
recorded  in  the  GIANT  master  index,  there  is  no  foreseen  likelihood  of 
a  deficiency  of  names  to  keep  all  of  the  present  temples  and  man\  more 
in  capacity  operation. 
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It  should  be  understood  that  genealogical  work  under  the  new  system 
will  not  change  or  reduce  the  repsonsibiliU  of  (  hurch  members  in  their 
duty  of  seeking  alter  their  dead.  It  will  only  make  this  work  easier  and 
their  efforts  more  effective.  Research  will  remain  the  basic  ingredient  "I 
genealogy,  but  actual  temple  work  seeing  that  the  necessary  ordinance  work 
is  completed  will  be  the  main  objective  of  the  Saints   now. 

Let  it  be  reemphasized  that  the  new  program  is  given  to  the  members 
of  the  Church  under  the  full  direction  and  authorization  of  the  Lords 
servants  here  on  earth.  It  is  thus,  the  Lords  plan,  and  its  implementation 
is  provided  for  through  the  use  of  modern  scientific  facilities.  Its  poten- 
tial is  unlimited,  envisioning  the  compilation  of  all  the  world's  identified 
recorded  names  into  a  reservoir  that  can  be  tapped  for  the  performance 
of  ordinance  work  for  the  dead  and  the  extension  of  pedigree  lines  back 
as  far  as  records  exist.  (Era.  January   1969)

Redemption  of  the  Dead 

On  the  third  of  October,  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen. 
1  sat  in  my  room  pondering  over  the  Scriptures  and  reflecting  upon  the 
great  atoning  sacrifice  that  was  made  by  the  Son  of  God  for  the  redemp- 
tion of  the  world,  and  the  great  and  wonderful  love  made  manifest  by  the 
Father  and  the  Son  in  the  coming  of  the  Redeemer  into  the  world,  that 
through  His  atonement  and  by  obedience  to  the  principles  of  the  Gospel, 
mankind  might  be  saved. 

While  I  was  thus  engaged,  my  mind  reverted  to  the  writings  of  the 
Apostle  Peter  to  the  primitive  saints  scattered  abroad  throughout  Pontus. 
Galatia,  Cappadocia,  and  other  parts  of  Asia  where  the  gospel  had  been 
preached  after  the  crucifixion  of  the  Lord.  I  opened  the  Bible  and  read 
the  third  and  fourth  chapters  of  the  first  epistle  of  Peter,  and  as  I  read 
I  was  greatly  impressed,  more  than  I  had  ever  been  before,  with  the 
following  passages:  I  Peter  3:18-20  and  I  Peter  4:6  (**Note:  because  of 
limited  space  these  scriptures  were  not  printed.  They  concern  Christ's 
preaching  to  the  spirits  in  prison  in  order  that  they  may  be  judged  with 
men  in  the  flesh.) 

As  I  pondered  over  these  things  which  were  written,  the  eyes  of  my 
understanding  were  opened,  and  I  saw  the  hosts  of  the  dead,  both  small 
and  great.  And  there  were  gathered  in  one  place  an  innumerable  com- 
pany of  the  spirits  of  the  just,  who  had  been  faithful  in  the  testimony  of 
Jesus  while  they  lived  in  mortality,  and  who  had  offered  sacrifice  in  the 
similitude  of  the  great  sacrifice  of  the  Son  of  God,  and  had  suffered  tribul- 
ation in  their  Redeemer's  name.  All  these  had  departed  the  mortal  life, 
firm  in  the  hope  of  a  glorious  resurrection,  through  the  grace  of  God  the 
Father  and  His  Only  Begotten  Son,  Jesus  Christ.  I  beheld  that  they  were 
filled  with  joy  and  gladness,  and  were  rejoicing  together  because  the  day 
of  their  deliverance  was  at  hand.  They  were  assembled  awaiting  the  advent 
of  the  Son  of  God  into  the  spirit  world,  to  declare  their  redemption  from 
the  bands  of  death.  Their  sleeping  dust  was  to  be  restored  into  its  perfect 
frame,  bone  to  his  bone,  and  the  sinews  and  the  flesh  upon  them,  the  spirit 
and  the  body  to  be  united  never  again  to  be  divided,  that  they  might 
receive  a  fulness  of  joy. 

While  this  vast  multitude  waited  and  conversed,  rejoicing  in  the  hour 
of  their  deliverance  from  the  chains  of  death,  the  Son  of  God  appeared, 
declaring  liberty  to  the  captives  who  had  been  faithful,  and  there  He 
preached  to  them  the  everlasting  Gospel,  the  doctrine  of  the  resurrection 
and  the  redemption  of  mankind  from  the  fall,  and  from  individual  sins  on 
conditions  of  repentance.  But  unto  the  wicked  He  did  not  go.  and  among 
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the  ungodly  and  the  unrepentant  who  had  defiled  themselves  while  in  the 
flesh.  His  voice  was  not  raised,  neither  did  the  rebellious  who  rejected  the 
testimonies  and  the  warnings  of  the  ancient  prophets  behold  His  presence 
or  look  upon  his  face.  Where  these  were,  darkness  reigned,  but  among  the 
righteous  there  was  peace,  and  the  Saints  rejoiced  in  their  redemption,  and 
bowed  the  knee  and  acknowledged  the  Son  of  Ciod  as  their  Redeemer  and 
Deliverer  from  death  and  the  chains  of  hell.  Their  countenances  shone  and 
the  radiance  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord  rested  upon  them  and  thev 
sang  praises  unto  His  holy  name. 

I  marvelled,  for  I  understood  that  the  Saviour  spent  about  there  vears 
in  His  ministry  among  the  Jews  and  those  of  the  house  of  Israel,  en- 
deavouring to  teach  them  the  everlasting  Gospel  and  call  them  unto  repent- 
ance; and  yet,  notwithstanding  His  mighty  works  and  miracles  and  proclam- 
ation of  the  truth  in  great  power  and  authority,  there  were  but  few  who 
hearkened  to  His  voice  and  rejoiced  in  His  presence  and  received  salvation 
at  His  hands.  But  His  ministry  among  those  who  were  dead  was  limited  to 
the  brief  time  intervening  between  the  crucifixtion  and  His  resurrection;  and 
I  wondered  at  the  words  of  Peter  wherein  he  said  that  the  Son  of  God 
preached  unto  the  spirits  in  prison  who  sometime  were  disobedient,  when 
once  the  longsufl'ering  of  Ciod  waited  in  the  days  of  Noah,  and  how  it  was 
possible  for  Him  to  preach  to  those  spirits  and  perform  the  necessary 
labour  among  them   in  so  short  a  time. 

And  as  I  wondered,  my  eyes  were  opened,  and  m\  understanding 
quickened,  and  I  perceived  that  the  Lord  went  not  in  person  among  the 
wicked  and  the  disobedient  who  had  rejected  the  truth,  to  teach  them;  but 
behold,  from  among  the  righteous  He  organized  His  forces  and  appointed 
messengers,  clothed  with  power  and  authority  and  commissioned  them  to 
go  forth  and  carry  the  light  of  the  Gospel  to  them  that  were  in  darkness, 
even  to  all  the  spirits  of  men.  And  thus  was  the  Gospel  preached  to  the 
dead.  And  the  chosen  messengers  went  forth  to  declare  the  acceptable  dav 
of  the  Lord  and  proclaim  liberty  to  the  captives  who  were  bound:  even 
unto  all  who  would  repent  of  their  sins  and  receive  the  Gospel.  Thus  was 
the  Gospel  preached  to  those  who  had  died  in  their  sins,  without  a  know- 
ledge of  the  truth,  or  in  transgression,  having  rejected  the  prophets.  These 
were  taught  faith  in  God.  repentance  from  sin.  vicarious  baptism  for  the 
remission  of  sins,  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost  by  the  laying  on  of  hands, 
and  all  other  principles  of  the  Gospel  that  were  necessary  for  them  to 
know  in  order  to  qualify  themselves  that  they  might  be  iudged  according 
to  men  in  the  flesh,  but  live  according  to  God  in  the  spirit. 

And  so  it  was  made  known  among  the  dead,  both  small  and  great, 
the  unrighteous  as  well  as  the  faithful,  that  redemption  had  been  wrought 
through  the  sacrifice  of  the  Son  of  God  upon  the  cross.  Thus  was  it  made 
known  that  our  Redeemer  spent  His  time  during  His  sojourn  in  the  world 
of  spirits,  instructing  and  preparing  the  faithful  spirits  of  the  prophets  who 
had  testified  of  Him  in  the  flesh,  that  they  might  carry  the  mesasge  of 
redemption  unto  all  the  dead  unto  whom  He  could  not  go  personally 
because  of  their  rebellion  and  transgression,  that  they  through  the  minis- 
tration of  His  servants  might  also  hear  His  words. 

Among  the  great  and  mighty  ones  who  were  assembled  in  this  vast 
congregation  of  the  righteous,  were  Father  Adam,  the  Ancient  of  Days 
and  father  of  all.  and  our  glorious  Mother  Eve,  with  manv  of  her  faith- 
ful daughters  who  had  lived  through  the  ages  and  worshipped  the  true  and 
living  God.  Abel,  the  first  martvr.  was  there,  and  his  brother  Seth.  one  of 
the  mighty  ones,  who  was  in  the  express  image  of  his  father.  Adam;  Noah, 
who  gave  warning  of  the  flood;  Shem.  the  great  High  Priest;  Abraham, 
the  father  of  the  faithful;  Isaac.  Jacob,  and  Moses,  the  great  law -giver  of 
Israel;  Isaiah,  who  declared  bv  prophecy  that  the  Redeemer  was  anointed 
to  bind  up  the  broken-hearted,  to  proclaim  liberty  to  the  captives,  and 
the  opening  of  the  prison  to  them  that  were  bound,  were  also  there. 
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Moreover.  Bzekiel,  who  was  shown  in  vision  the  great  valley  of  dr\ 
hones  which  were  to  be  clothed  upon  with  llesh  to  come  forth  again  in  the 
resurrection  of  the  dead,  living  souls;  Daniel,  who  foresaw  and  foretold 
the  establishment  of  the  kingdom  of  God  in  the  latter  days,  never  again  to 
he  destroyed  nor  given  to  other  people;  Elias,  who  was  with  Moses  on  the 
Mount  of  Transfiguration;  Malachi.  the  prophet  who  testified  of  the  com- 
ing of  Elijah  —  of  whom  also  Moroni  spake  to  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith 
-  declaring  that  he  should  come  hefore  the  ushering  in  of  the  great  and 
dreadful  day  of  the  Lord,  were  also  there.  The  prophet  Elijah  was  to  plant 
in  the  hearts  of  the  children  the  promises  made  to  their  fathers,  fore- 
shadowing the  great  work  to  be  done  in  the  temples  of  the  Lord  in  the 
Dispensation  of  the  Fulness  of  Times,  for  the  redemption  of  the  dead  and 
the  sealing  of  the  children  to  their  parents,  lest  the  whole  earth  be  smitten 
with  a  curse  and  utterly  wasted  at  His  coming. 

All  these  and  many  more,  even  the  prophets  who  dwelt  among  the 
Nephites  and  testified  of  the  coming  of  the  Son  of  God,  mingled  in  the 
vast  assembly  and  waited  for  their  deliverance,  for  the  dead  had  looked 
upon  the  long  absence  of  their  spirits  from  their  bodies  as  a  bondage. 
These  the  Lord  taught,  and  gave  them  power  to  come  forth,  after  His 
resurrection  from  the  dead,  to  enter  into  His  Father's  kingdom,  there  to 
be  crowned  with  immortality  and  eternal  life,  and  continue  thenceforth 
their  labours  as  had  been  promised  by  the  Lord,  and  be  partakers  of  all 
blessings  which  were  held  in  reserve  for  them  that  love  Him. 

The  Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  and  my  father,  Hyrum  Smith.  Brigham 
Young.  John  Taylor,  Wilford  Woodruff,  and  other  choice  spirits  who  were 
reserved  to  come  forth  in  the  fulness  of  times  to  take  part  in  laying  the 
foundations  of  the  great  Latter-day  work,  including  the  building  of  the 
temples  and  the  performance  of  ordinances  therein  for  the  redemption  of 
the  dead,  were  also  in  the  spirit  world.  I  observed  that  they  were  also 
among  the  noble  and  great  ones  who  were  chosen  in  the  beginning  to  be 
rulers  in  the  Church  of  God.  Even  before  they  were  born,  they,  with  many 
others,  received  their  first  lessons  in  the  world  of  spirits,  and  were  prepared 
to  come  forth  in  the  due  time  of  the  Lord  to  labour  in  His  vineyard  for 
the  salvation  of  the  souls  of  men. 

I  beheld  that  the  faithful  elders  of  this  despensation.  when  they  depart 
from  mortal  life,  continue  their  labours  in  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel  of 
repentance  and  redemption,  through  the  sacrifice  of  the  Only  Begotten  Son 
of  God,  among  those  who  are  in  darkness  and  under  the  bondage  of  sin 
in  the  great  world  of  the  spirits  of  the  dead.  The  dead  who  repent  will  be 
redeemed,  through  obedience  to  the  ordinances  of  the  house  of  God.  and 
after  they  have  paid  the  penalty  of  their  transgressions,  and  are  washed 
clean,  shall  receive  a  reward  according  to  their  works,  for  they  are  heirs 
of  salvation. 

Thus  was  the  vision  of  the  redemption  of  the  dead  revealed  to  me.  and 
I  bear  record,  and  I  know  that  this  record  is  true,  through  the  blessing 
of  our  Lord  and  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ,  even  so.  Amen.

As  a  young  child  I  lived  in  Mafc- 
king,  a  small  town  of  no  historical 
importance.  My  paternal  grandfather 
had  lived  with  us  until  he  re- 
married. Some  of  the  family  posses- 
sions were  packed  in  a  box  and 
kept  in  a  small  building  which  we 
called  the  "store."  In  the  store  was 
kept  garden  equipment,  seeds,  bulbs, 
the  tool  box  and  just  about  every- 
thing  else.  One  afternoon  we 
decided  to  spring  clean  the  store. 
Along  with  the  junk  that  was  not 
thrown  on  the  bonfire  were  two  very 
old  and  tattered  books.  They  were 
German  copies  of  the  Lutheran 
Bible  which  had  been  given  to  m\ 
grandparents  on  their  wedding  day. 
They  were  not  well  used  but  the 
mice  in  the  store  had  eaten  away 
many  pages.  In  the  first  of  one 
Bible  was  a  family  record.  My 
father  was  astounded  when  I  begged 
for  these  pages.  I  cleaned  them  with 
disinfectant  and  put  them  away.  I 
wasn't  to  see  or  use  them  for  many 
years.  I  could  not  tell  then  why  T 
wanted  these  pages.  I  know  only 
that  the  feeling  to  preserve  them 
was  strong  within  me.  Years  later, 
when  1  attended  my  first  sacrament 
meeting  at  the  old  Ramah  Chapel. 
the  first  talk  I  heard  was  on  our 
responsibilities  to  our  dead.  Presi- 
dent Yarn  was  the  speaker  and  he 
said,  "Heaven  wouldn*t  be  heaven 
without  my  lovely  wife  and  those 
of  my  family  whom  I  love  so  dear- 
ly." I  was  impressed  and  touched. 

I  had  kept  a  record  of  my  daugh- 
ter's progress  since  her  birtb.  In  the 
centre  of  this  record  was  a  famih 
tree.  I  had  filled  in  all  the  inform- 
ation that  I  knew  personally  and 
also  that  which  I  had  received  from 
hearsay.  Now  I  was  determined  to 
have  an  accurate  record.  The  next 
day  1  visited  my  parents  armed  with 
paper  and  pen.  I  told  them  what  I 
wanted.  My  father  recalled  the 
family  Bible  and  after  a  search  we 
found  the  yellowed  pages.  He  then 
translated  what  he  could.  I  remem- 
bered a  German  school  teacher 
friend  living  in  Paulpietersburg.  I 
sent    the    pages    to    her    which    she 


returned  to  me  translated  in  detail. 
It  included  three  generations  and 
tombstone  inscriptions  as  well.  I 
then  visited  the  library  and  checked 
the  book.  For  Men  Must  Work  b> 
E.  L.  G.  Schwell.  This  is  a  histor\ 
of  the  German  settlers  in  South 
Africa.  The  record  tallied  with  the 
book.  Surely  the  Holy  Spirit  had 
guided  me  that  day  more  than 
twenty  years  ago  to  ask  to  preserve 
those  tattered  pages. 

Not  long  afterwards  1  had  the 
opportunity  to  go  to  Pretoria  to 
check  on  my  mother's  side  of  the 
family.  The  file  at  the  office  there 
contained  a  very  good  outline  of 
my  family  with  some  very  interest- 
ing incidents.  I  worked  feverish  1\ 
and  was  overcome  at  times  by  ex- 
haustion. There  seemed  to  be  no 
barriers.  I  loved  these  people  I  was 
placing  on  records.  They  were  my 
family.  I  returned  to  home  joyful 
that  I  had  so  much  information. 
Again  I  returned  to  Pretoria  and 
asked  for  the  same  file  to  recheck 
some  information.  Most  of  the  file 
was  gone!  Only  the  death  notices 
remained.  How  grateful  I  was  that 
I  had  searched  when  I  did.  This  ex- 
perience strengthened  my  testimonx 
of  the  great  genealogical  work. 

I  prayed  and  asked  for  the  Lord's 
help  and  guidance  in  my  geneal- 
ogical research.  I  know  that  my 
prayers  were  answered.  Through 
various  sources  I  was  able  to  gain 
pages  and  pages  of  information  and 
during  my  visit  to  the  London 
Temple  in  1965.  I  was  able  to  do 
the  work  for  some  of  m\  own 
family.  What  a  joy  this  was! 

The  more  I  became  absorbed  in 
this  work,  the  more  I  loved  it.  I 
was  saddened  by  many  brothers  and 
sisters  I  knew  who  said.  "We  just 
have  not  caught  the  vision  of  geneal- 
ogical research."  I  felt  that  they 
were  missing  such  a  lot.  I  felt  time 
was  running  out  for  them  and  what 
were  thev  going  to  say  to  their 
kindred  dead?

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COMMEMORATION  CAMP

Conscious  of  the  warnings  of  our  leaders  that  priesthod  members  arc 
being  tested  for  weaknesses  and  for  flaws  by  the  forces  of  evil,  103  fathers 
and  sons  gathered  together  on  Friday  evening  the  16th  of  May  at  The 
Fountains.  Pretoria  to  commemorate  the  restoration  of  the  Aaronic  Priest- 
hood. 

Although  welcome  rain  was 
falling  over  parts  of  the  East 
Rand  at  the  time  when  the 
brethren  set  out.  it  was  with 
gratitude  that  upon  arrival  the\ 
found  the  camp  site  dry  under 
a  starry  sky.

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What  is  a  Saint? 


A  newspaper  recently  wrote  about 
two  youths  who  had  been  involved 
in  trouble.  It  went  out  of  its  way 
to  mention  that  they  were  Latter-day 
Saints  "who  were  not  so  saintly," 
failing  to  mention  the  religious 
affiliation  of  others  who  were 
equally  guilty,  of  course. 

Although  the  reporter  who  wrote 
the  story  was  evidently  trying  to 
show  prejudice  against  two  "Mor- 
mon" boys,  he  nevertheless  had  a 
point. 

Latter-day  Saints  should  be  saintly. 

And  what  does  it  mean  to  be 
saintly?  The  dictionary  indicates 
that  to  qualify  one  must  live  a 
righteous  life.  And  what  is  a 
righteous  life? 

There  is  onl\  one  measure  of 
righteousness  and  that  was  given  us 
b\   the  Saviour:   "Come  follow  me." 

Then  to  be  Christ-like  is  to  be 
saintly.  Every  member  of  the 
Church,  and  everyone  else  for  that 
matter,  should  be  Christ-like  if  he 
pretends  to  follow  Christ. 

It  is  that  "pretention"  which 
causes  the  trouble  though.  The  truly 
Christ-like  person  does  not  need  to 
pretend  anything.  His  daily  life  is 
his  witness.  The  pretender  is  usually 
insincere,  and  often  is  not  at  all 
what  he  seems  to  be  on  the  surface. 

The  SAINT  —  the  member  of 
the  Church  worthy  of  the  name  — 
must  never  be  insincere.  Never 
should  he  be  a  "split  personality." 
nor  a  Jekyll-Hyde  combination. 

The  saint  is  a  steady,  consistent, 
constant  personality  who  lives  his 
religion  in  all  phases  of  his  life,  in 
the  home  with  his  family,  in  his 
work,  at  play  or  at  Church.  And 
he  should  not  appear  in  Church  to 
be  more  righteous  than  he  actually 
is  at  home  with  his  wife  and  chil- 
dren. He  should  not  seem  to  be 
more  upright  "among  the  brethren" 
than  he  actually  is  in  his  business 
dealings,  or  in  his  relationships  with 
his  neighbours. 

A  saintly  man  should  be  as  kind 
to  his  wife  at  home  as  he  would  be 
to  the  bishop's   wife   in  the   chapel. 


He  should  be  as  kind  to  his  children 
in  his  own  home  as  he  would  be 
toward  the  children  of  the  president 
of  the  stake  if  he  met  them  "on 
parade." 

For  a  man  to  show  greater  respect 
toward  the  wife  of  a  prominent  per- 
son in  public  than  he  would  show 
to  his  own  wife  in  private  is  to  raise 
a  serious  question  as  to  his  con- 
stancy, his  sincerity,  or  even  his  con- 
version to  the  basic  principles  of 
Christ. 

To  be  more  kind  to  strangers 
than  we  are  to  our  own  flesh  and 
blood  is  indefensible.  But  to  be 
cruel  to  our  own  loved  ones,  is 
beyond  understanding.  Surely  a  man 
who  is  thus  cruel  will  be  classed 
with  those  called  bv  the  Apostle 
Paul  "heady,  highminded.  without 
natural  affection." 

People  who  are  called  saints 
should  be  Christ-like  in  all  thev  do. 
To  be  Christ-like  is  to  love  one's 
neighbours  as  himself  (those  of 
his  own  familv  are  his  closest  neigh- 
bours). To  follow  the  example  of 
the  Master  is  to  live  the  Golden 
Rule,  and  really  do  to  others  as  we 
would  be  done  bv  (including  our 
own  families). 

One  of  the  most  difficult  persons 
of  all  is  the  parent  who  deliberatelv 
makes  enemies  of  his  own  children, 
who  sometimes  drives  them  away 
from  home  bv  dictatorial  methods: 
refuses  to  hear  their  explanations  in 
times  of  difficulty,  or  who  takes  the 
attitude  of  the  "king  who  can  do 
no  wrong." 

At  times  a  parent  insists  on  doing 
all  the  thinking  in  the  home,  making 
all  the  decisions,  and  ruling  with  an 
iron  hand.  This  is  as  far  from  the 
Gospel  as  for  a  dictator  to  rule  a 
country  in  the  same  manner  —  a 
Stalin  or  a  Hitler  or  a   Mussolini. 

The  spirit  of  the  Gospel  is  the 
spirit  of  love  and  understanding 
Latter-day  Saint  homes  should  nur- 
ture that  spirit. 

Apostacy  has  many  forms,  and 
one  of  the  worst  is  apostacv  from 
kindness,  honesty  and  sinceritv.  Such

While  I  can  not  personally  vouch  for  the  existence  of  this  hook.  I  have 
given  the  above  statement  on  verification  from  one  of  the  returned 
missionaries  in  South  Africa  who  says  that  two  missionaries  known  to  him 
have  seen  this  hook  and  have  attested  that  it  is  in  the  University  in  Basle, 
Switzerland,  as  stated. 

Those  who  have  heen  hlessed  with  membership  in  the  Church  can 
attest  that  the  statements  made  have  come  to  pass  in  large  measure  and 
will  further  he  fulfilled  in  detail,  at  the  ushering  in  of  the  Second  Coming 
of  Christ. 

God  has  enlightened  worthy  men  in  all  periods  of  time.  How  grateful 
we  can  be  that  today  he  brings  the  true  light  of  the  Gospel  into  our  lives 
through  his  servants  and  prophets  who  lead  His  earthly  kingdom.

apostacy  is  a  clear  brand  of  hypo- 
crisy. None  received  a  more  scath- 
ing rebuke  than  the  Saviour  gave  to 
the  hypocrities  of  His  day. 

No  matter  what  our  professions 
may  be.  no  matter  how  pious  we 
may  appear,  no  matter  how  we  may 
preach  or  pray,  no  matter  how  much 
tithing  we  pay,  nor  how  often  we 
may  fast,  if  we  are  not  kind,  we  are 
not  Christ-like.  If  we  are  not  honest, 
we  are  not  Christ-like.  If  we  are  not 
clean  we  are  far  from  following  his 
divine  example. 

There   is   far  more  meaning   than 
anyone   usually    is   willing   to   admit 
—  if  self  is  involved  —  in  the  words 
of  the  Apostle  Paul : 


"Though  I  speak  with  the  tongues 
of  men  and  of  angels  .  .  . 

"Though  I  understand  all  myste- 
ries and  all  knowledge  .  .   . 

"Though  I  have  all  faith  so  that 
I  could  remove  mountains  .  .  . 

"Though  I  bestow  all  my  goods 
to  feed  the  poor  .  .  . 

"And  have  not  charity  (the  true 
love  of  Christ)  .  .  . 

"I  am  become  as  sounding  brass 
or  a  tinkling  cymbal  .  .  . 

"I   am  nothing." 

"It  profiteth  me  nothing." 

He  that  is  not  valiant  in  the  testi- 
mony of  Jesus  loses  the  crown  over 
the  kingdom  of  God.  (DC  76:79).

On  arriving  in  Fransch  Hoek  and  after  a  short  walk,  a  talk  is  given 
by  President  G.  Meyer  of  the  District  Presidency.  This  is  in  order  to 
honour  the  Melchizedek  Priesthood,  the  restoration  of  which  we  are 
commemorating  this  day.  This  takes  place  in  a  shaded  spot  on  a  lawned 
park  adjacent  to  the  famous  Huguenot  Monument.  After  this,  games  are 
played,  rugs  are  spread  and  some  visit  the  museum.  Those  who  are  Gene- 
alogy verskrik  can  be  seen  wandering  around  the  cemetery  examining  dates 
and  tombstones. 

Then  it's  back  to  the  train  where  lunch  is  served  in  the  shady  old 
station  yard,  which  never  sees  passenger  trains  anymore.  Saints  can  be 
found  sheltering  from  the  unseasonal  warmth  under  the  water  tower.  They 
are  sitting  quietly  in  long-forgotten  waiting  rooms,  on  the  station  steps, 
or  they  are  sprawled  in  carriages.  All  are  deeply  conscious  of  the  beauty 
and  tranquility  which  surrounds  them. 

As  for  the  children  —  they  can't  be  found  anywhere.  Just  imagine  a 
real  live  locomotive  over  which  you  can  scramble.  You  can  blow  the 
whistle,  wave  the  flag  and  on  and  on. 

Now  for  lunch:  Boxed  lunches  are  served  to  all.  including  the  crew 
who  insists  that  they  have  been  fed  too  well  to  work.  But  eventually  the 
fireman  builds  up  steam,  the  driver  blows  a  few  short  blasts  on  his  whistle. 
the  station  master  and  Ticket  Inspector  compare  times  and  schedules,  and 
the  train  resumes  its  journey. 

On  the  way  home  the  crew  of  the  locomotive  show  the  mettle  which 
made  them  Anniversary  Blue  Train  Crew.  Our  "Mormon  Special"  thunders 
through  all  the  little  stations,  keeping  well  within  the  time  limits  pre- 
scribed by  peak  hour  electric  service. 

So  it  is  at  5  p.m.  that  the  train  pulls  out  of  Rondebosch  Station.  It  is 
with  a  mixture  of  pleasure  and  regret  that  we  wave  goodbye  to  the  crew. 
A  great  time  has  been  enjoyed  by  all  and  the  South  African  Railways  has 
200  new  friends.  The  most  amusing  remark  was  the  question  asked:  When 
are  we  going  to  do  it  again?
